PREFACE. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1937. 

The  year  marked  the  completion  of  the  most  important 
project  ever  undertaken  by  the  Council.  By  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  conception  of  a  piped  supply  of  pure  water  in  every 
parish  had  become  a  reality. 

The  Scheme,  first  proposed  in  1933,  was  Sanctioned  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  1934.  Work  was  commenced  in  1935, 
and  the  supply  is  now  in  service. 

The  branch  of  public  health  activity  which  has  stimulated 
more  general  interest  than  any  other  is  the  administration  of 
the  Housing  Acts. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  housing  problem  should  he  a  matter  of 
public  concern.  It  demands  publicity,  and  rational  controversy 
is  all  to  the  good.  But  in  a  district  famed  for  its  charming  old 
cottages,  it  is  not  surprising  that  real  alarm  should  result  from 
the  reiteration  of  familiar  expressions  such  as  “  wholesale 
destruction,”  “  wanton  vandalism,”  and  “  ruthless  officialdom.” 
Actually,  the  most  important  contribution  at  present  being 
made  towards  the  preservation  of  our  picturesque  old  cottages 
is  the  work  of  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

It  should  not  be  assumed  that  the  timbered  and  plastered 
cottages  of  Essex  have  weathered  the  centuries  without  careful 
attention  and  upkeep.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  bygone  years 
no  effort  was  spared  to  protect  and  preserve  them.  They  owe 
a  great  deal  to  the  ancient  plasterers  whose  craft  was  once 
considered  of  such  importance  that  a  charter  was  granted 
forbidding  anyone  to  carry  out  the  work  who  had  not  been 
apprenticed  for  at  least  seven  years.  Bad  workmanship  and  the 
use  of  inferior  materials  were  then  punishable  by  fine. 
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In  recent  years,  many  of  the  cottages  have  not  fared  so 
well.  Change  of  ownership,  rent  restriction,  and  general 
economic  pressure  are  no  doubt  largely  responsible  for  depriving 
them  of  the  care  and  attention  which  they  formerly  received. 
Dampness  is  now  their  greatest  enemy  ;  once  water  is  allowed 
to  penetrate  their  walls  disintegration  is  inevitable. 

For  the  owners,  it  must  be  said  that  effective  re-condition¬ 
ing  is  expensive,  and,  despite  the  offer  of  grants  and  loans,  it  is 
difficult  to  persuade  owners  to  embark  on  expenditure  without 
any  prospect  of  profitable  tenancies. 

At  the  same  time,  it  should  be  realized  that  these  picturesque 
old  cottages  are  in  much  greater  danger  from  inactivity  on  the 
part  of  their  owners  than  from  ill-advised  action  by  the  Local 
Authority.

(ii)  There  were  no  alterations  in  the  arrangements  regarding 

Nursing,  Clinics,  Treatment  Centres,  Laboratory  and 
Ambulance  facilities. 

Hospitals. — The  area  served  by  the  Isolation  Hospital  is 
134  square  miles,  and  the  present  population  is  2*2,056. 

Water. — The  esssentials  of  the  Comprehensive  Scheme  for  the 
provision  of  a  piped  supply  to  all  parishes  in  the  district  were  com¬ 
pleted  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  work  had  been  commenced 
in  1935,  and  it  had  been  hoped  that  the  supply  would  be  in  service 
at  an  earlier  date.  So  far  as  constructional  work  was  concerned 
progress  was  fairly  satisfactory.  Mainlaying  was  slightly  behind 
schedule  for  some  time  owing  to  keen  competition  in  the  area  for 
suitable  labour.  The  chief  cause  of  delay,  however,  was  the  fact 
that  the  entire  engineering  industry  was  feeling  the  pressure  of 
emergency  work  thrown  upon  it  by  the  national  re-armament 
programme,  and  the  neccessary  machinery  could  not  be  supplied  in 
time. 
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The.  whole  of  the  98  miles  of  mains  proposed  in  the  original 
scheme  have  now  been  laid,  and  a  number  of  extensions  to  outlying 
farmsteads  and  groups  of  cottages,  which  were  allowed  for  in  the 
scheme,  have  been  approved  and  the  work  on  these  is  being  carried 
out. 


During  the  year  97  properties  were  connected  to  the  main 
supplies,  and  this  part  of  the  work  is  progressing  steadily.  It  is 
anticipated  that  it  will  soon  be  possible  to  discontinue  the  carting  of 
water  to  villages  where  the  shortage  was  most  serious,  and  to  which 
carting  has  been  carried  out  consistently  for  the  past  five  years. 

Samples  recently  taken  from  the  six  sources  which  contribute 
to  the  public  supply  have  been  analysed,  and  in  each  case  have  been 
reported  to  be  of  satisfactory  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

Hardness  varies  from  28  parts  to  30  parts  per  100,000 — approxi¬ 
mately  one  quarter  of  this  being  permanent. 

The  Eastern  and  Western  supplies  contain  only  a  minute  trace 
of  Iron.  The  Southern  supply  has  rather  more  ;  a  recent  sample 
had  -06  parts  per  100,000,  which  is  sufficient  to  cause  slight  colour, 
opalescence  and  deposit.  Compared  with  a  previous  sample,  however, 
it  showed  a  definite  improvement  in  this  respect. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — During  the  year  a  sample  of  effluent 
taken  at  Stansted  Sewerage  Works  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
In  the  previous  year  the  Sanitary  Surveyor  had  reported  that,  in  his 
opinion,  the  Works  were  inadequate  for  the  volume  of  sewage  which 
had  now  to  be  dealt  with,  and  pointed  out  that,  when  pumping  from 
the  low  level,  quite  half  the  sewage  escaped  without  treatment  as  the 
settling  tanks  and  filter  were  unable  to  take  more  than  this 
proportion. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer,  Mr.  Sands,  was  instructed 
make  an  enquiry  into  the  condition  of  the  Disposal  Works  and 
Sewerage  of  Stansted.  In  bis  preliminary  report  the  Engineer  advised 
that  the  inferior  effluent  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Works,  which 
were  first  laid  down  nearly  40  years  ago,  were  now  very  much  under 
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capacity.  Consequently,  a  certain  proportion  of  untreated  sewage 
was  being  by-passed  on  to  the  irrigation  area  during  wet  weather. 
Although  the  condition  of  the  site,  having  regard  to  its  position,  did 
not  constitute  a  public  nuisance,  Mr.  Sands  was  of  the  opinion  that 
there  was  a  potential  risk  of  contamination  of  the  under-ground 
water  supplies  in  the  vicinity,  the  saturation  water  level  in  the  chalk 
being  only  a  few  feet  below  ground  level.  He  recommended  that, 
before  any  works  were  introduced  to  modernise  the  sewerage  system, 
a  complete  survey  of  the  sewers  should  be  undertaken. 

Baths. — There  are  no  public  baths  in  the  District  and  no 
privately  owned  baths  or  swimming  pools  open  to  the  public,  but  the 
Saffron  Walden  Borough  Baths  are  within  reasonable  distance  of 
the  parishes  in  the  Northern  portion  of  the  District. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  is  satisfactory. 

Public  Cleansing. — A  systematic  re-organisation  of  the  scaveng¬ 
ing,  as  suggested  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1936,  was  considered 
during  the  year. 

In  brief,  the  recommendations  were ;  “  That  the  use  of 
numerous  unofficial  dumping  pits,  over  which  the  Council  had  no 
control,  should  be  discontinued;  that  the  whole  District  should  be 
divided  into  three  or  four  Scavenging  Areas;  each  dump  used  should 
be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Council ;  and  all  vehicles  used  for 
the  transport  of  refuse  should  be  suitable  for  the  purpose.’’ 

A  report  containing  these  recommendations  was  laid  before  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  and  was  subsequently  adopted  by  the 
Council. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  revised  scheme  of  collection  is 
£915  12s.  Od.  per  annum,  as  against  the  present  estimated  cost  of 
.£950. 

One  of  the  dumps  proposed  to  be  used  in  the  new  scheme  is  that 
at  the  Lime  Kilns,  Stansted,  the  Council  now  hold  this  site  by  lease, 
and  refuse  from  approximately  1500  houses  in  the  vincinity  is  being 
deposited  here. 
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Collection  at  Stansted  had  been  carried  out  by  an  open  horse- 
drawn  tumbril  cart.  The  contractor  has  now  provided  a  proper 
covered  vehicle  for  the  purpose.  In  the  villages,  the  householders 
are  asked  to  co-operate  by  placing  their  refuse  in  suitable  receptacles, 
and  in  such  a  positition  as  will  be  convenient  for  collection.  A 
number  of  them  have  already  provided  dust-bins  at  the  request  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

An  experiment  was  made  with  a  hand  operated  baling  press  for 
the  purpose  of  testing  the  practicability  of  salvaging  scrap-metal,  but 
the  results  did  not  show  that  it  would  be  an  economic  proposition.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — Continued  progress  was  made  during  the 
year  towards  obtaining  satisfactory  Sanitary  Conditions  in  Cowsheds 
and  Dairies,  structural  improvements  of  various  kinds  having  been 
carried  out  in  37  registered  premises  throughout  the  district.  An 
increasing  number  of  dairymen  are  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Milk  &  Dairies  Order,  1926,  with  regard  to  cleanliness  of  premises, 
animals  and  utensils,  etc. 

The  new  water  schemes  have  solved  the  problem  of  obtaining  a 
satisfactory  water  supply  for  many  of  the  dairy  premises,  but  there 
are  stdl  a  number  where  this  difficulty  remains. 

Samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  examination  are  occasionally 
taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Reports  on  samples  taken  within 
the  district  by  the  County  Council  are  notified  to  the  Local 
Authority. 

The  total  number  of  reports  received  during  the  year  was  132,

In  all  cases  where  unsatisfactory  reports  are  received,  the 
premises  are  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  kept  under 
observation  until  advice  has  been  carried  out. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  100  premises  in  the  District 
registered  as  dairies.  There  were  65  registered  producers  and  74 
registered  retail  purveyors.  18  persons  were  licensed  to  produce 
Accredited  Milk,  and  one  licenced  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk. 

(b)  Meat. — All  slaughter-houses  were  systematically  inspected 
and  improvement  in  general  methods  has  been  maintained. 

The  contents  of  meat  vans  coming  into  the  District  from  other 
areas  are  examined  periodically. 

The  standard  of  meat  sold  in  the  district  is  high.  In  all  cases 
where  meat  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  it  was 
voluntarily  destroyed  and  no  formal  action  was  necessary.
